Gov. Brown Signs Emergency 


Bill-New JC District Looms 


Formation of an enlarged central Orange 
County junior college district to include Santa 
Ana, Orange and Tustin moved closer this week 
with signature by Governor Brown of emergency 
legislation to protect the junior college when the 
Santa Ana city schools become unified. 

By retaining the present separate district, 
Santa Ana College trustees can cooperate with 
the neighboring communities in forming the mas- 
comprising almost half of 


The purpose of the new district is to plan a 
new 100-acre campus east of Santa Ana which 
could handle the predicted doubling of enroll- 
ment in five years, tripling in 10 years and jump- 
ing six times in 20 years. The plans call for using 
the present campus until the new plant is com- 
pleted, probably in 1964, then converting the 
17th and Bristol plant into a

Since the two year schools have 
enrolled more than half of all col- 
lege students in the state and 
more than three-fourths of the 
freshman and sophomores, the 
junior college associations are 
coming into national .prominence.

“Research studies show that 
campus leaders receive higher 
grades and_ student activities 


develop a climate for academic 
achievement,” he said: 


“In this past decade, the Ameri- 
can colleges have become defi- 
nitely conscious of the educational 
possibilities of this so-called cur- 
ricular program, for the main pur- 
pose of education appears td be 
that of helping develop good citi- 
zens,” said Dr. Johnson.

Education in the United States has always been on a 
local level. Local school boards, responsible to the people, 
have decided what courses should be taught, what books — 
should be read, and in general what the over-all educa- 
tional program should be. 

There is now a movement underway to change this 
system. The advocates of this change suggest that the 
Federal government can best meet the needs of our educa- 
tional system. They say that with Federal funds the local 
school boards will be able to raise standards and to build 
more classrooms. 

They also state that there will be no strings attached 
to this program. 

The proponents of Federal aid to education have 
three basic fallacies in their arguments. a 

Number one is that they accept the fact that the local 
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school boards cannot meet the needs of the future. 

This statement is false. In 1960 Arthur Flemming, 
Secretary of Health, Education and Welfare stated that of 
the 42,000 independent school boards in the country that 
only 230 of them were in any financial trouble. This is only 


one half. of one per cent. 


Number two is that they claim there is a shortage of 
classrooms. In the fifteen years since World War II, the 
American people have spent 19 billion dollars, all of which 
was raised at the local level, on ‘classroom construction. 

These classrooms provided for a growth of 15 million 
students during a period when school population increased 


by only 10 million. 


The third fallacy in their argument is that there 
would be no controls with Federal money. Probably the 
worst effect of the Federal aid is that it would standarize 
education on a national level, thus destroying local ex- 
perimentation for new educational methods. This would 
result in the complete stagnation of our educational sys- 


tem. 


Let’s keep the reins of our local school board in the 
hands of the local community not in the Washington

3,005 Students — 
At SAC Create 
Peak Enrollment 


Capacitating a spring semester 
enrollment of 3,305 students, 
Santa Ana College boasts the 
largest enrollment in the history 
of the college. 

Enrollment is increasing each 
vear, as evidenced by last year’s 
population of 2,583. Daytime stu- 
dents make up 1,406 of the popu- 
lation while extended dayers num- 
ber 1,899. The number of daytime 
students has risen 140 over last 
year’s enrollment. Extended day 
enrollment has jumped 582 from 
the previous year. 

2,304 students include the num- 
ber of part time students (under 
12% units) as compared to last 
year’s 1,761. The 1959-60 year 
fulltime enrollment of 822 gives 
way to the present number of full 
time students of 1,001. 


Freshmen continue to outnum- 
ber sophomores 2,140 to 932. Last 


A year’s statistics included 1,750 


freshmen to 686 sophomores. 
Those attending SAC under 21 
years of age capacitate a number 
of 1,190 increasing the previous 
year’s record by 326. Making up 


the bulk of SAC’s population, the 


students 21 years of age or older 
number 2,115 while 1,392 attend- 
ed last year. 

Women students may be happy 
to know that 166 more male than 
female students now trek the halls 
of SAC. Men students for the 
present semester number 2,275. 
1,831 males were enrolled last 
year. Female enrollment includes 
1,030 and has risen 328 over last 
year.

presented by Santa Ana College 
Players March 9-11. 


Ross Harrison will take lead 
honors in the role of Sgt. Lachlen 
MacLachlen. Sharing top billing 
with Harrison is Karynne Ward in 
the role of the compassionate 
Sister Margaret the only nurse of 
the remote jungle hospital, and 
the only feminine part of the nine 
member cast. 


Robert Teuscher star of the 
College Players second production, 
“Dark of the Moon,”’ is cast as 
Yank, the hot-tempered American 
from Georgia. 

The part-of Tommy, a_ good 
natured jovial Englishman, will be 
played by Don Forney, who had 
the lead in the first production of 
the year, ‘“‘Born Yesterday.” 

Bill Peters will play the part of 
Digger; Kiwi a New Zealander, by 
Bill Sims of Corona; Blossom, the 
homesick Basuto, is played by Tom 
Martinez. Rounding out the cast is 
Paul Gracey as the typical British 
Army Colonel and Warren Glas- 
pey as the pip-squeak orderly. 

The plot of the “Hasty Heart’ 
emanated from the authors exper- 
iences as an ambulance driver 
during the second world war. Ac- 
cording to John Mason Brown: 
“His basic concern is to show those 
emotions which, especially among 
men in wartime, resist statement.” 

The author, John Patrick, ad- 
mitted a great feeling for this 
play. He paralleled Yank’s life
